Board OKs controversial juvenile hall

County reporter 
Santa Barbara County supervisors voted 3-2 Monday to 
proceed with plans for a 20-bed county juvenile detention 
facility in Santa Maria area to serve the north county. 


But there is possibility the highly controversial project — 
for which $764,000 has been placed in the 1975-76 county 
budget — might still run into a serious setback if bids now to 
be received come in far higher than the amount allotted in 
the budget 


Supervisor Robert E. Kallman strongly indicated Monday 
he would not support stripping county contingency funds of 
money to pay for the north county juvenile hall if construc­ 
tion costs now overrun estimates by a big margin. 
Guerrillas 
surrender 


Kallman’s vote, along with those of Supervisors Harrell 
Fletcher and Francis H Beattie, pushed the project Monday 
into the bidding stage. Fletcher acknowledged, meanwhile, 
that it was likely project costs could go up again substantial­ 
ly in view of the long delay in getting supervisorial approval 
Kallman's ad hoc committee had recommended defer­ 
ment of the project and carrying forward of alternate 
methods of meeting the persistent juvenile crime problem. 
But Superior Court judges headed by Presiding Judge Floyd 
C. Dodson, voted unanimously to have the project speeded at 
this time, and full support for the facility came from the 
Sheriff’s Department, Santa Maria Police Chief Richard 
Long and other law enforcement officials. 
There were these other developments Monday: 
— Supervisor Frank J. Frost who with Supervisor James 


M, Slater voted against proceeding with the detention 
facility and called the juvenile hall plan “a tribute to the fear 
and loathing Santa Marians have for their teen-agers ," 
Fletcher said he "resented” this statement and Frost’s com­ 
ment also that Santa Maria Police Chief Long "is like Los 
Angeles Police Chief Davis.’” 


— Kallman said he finally voted for the project to proceed 
but only because the "weight and majesty of the courts and 
law enforcement descend«! on us." He said all were "very 
sold on the project and they said other uses could be made of 
the facility if it finally were not used for juvenile detention ” 


— Maintenance costs of the facility also provoked discus­ 
sion Paul Srnythe. a member of the ad hoc committee, said 
he had information that annual maintenance costs could be 


over $300.000 based on latest estimates Earlier, a $100,000 
figure was given Fletcher said he felt the $300.000 figure 
was far off 
— The board agreed with Kallman juvenile delinquency is 
a countywide problem Kallman was able to get the board to 
agree to setting up of an ad hoc juvenile justice committee 
and have it get the benefit of advice from the California 
Youth Authority to carry out alternative community 
methods for dealing with delinquents 
— Will Wheaton. Santa Maria school superintendent, and 
Ben Z 
Woods, executive regional director, Office of 
Criminal Justice Planning in Santa Maria, urged the board to 
push ahead with the detention facility. Wheaton said the 
Joint Agency for Youth approved it unanimously Woods said 
there were teen-agers "who must be contained " 


ALGIERS, Algeria (UPI) - Four 
masked 
Palestinian guerrillas who 
seized the Egyptian embassy in Madrid 
flew to Algiers and surrendered to 
authorities today, releasing the Egyptian 
ambassador and four other diplomatic 
hostages 
Algerian officials gave the group a 
polite reception but did not immediately 
say whether they would grant them 
asylum. 
An official representative of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, 
which has denied responsibility for Mon­ 
day’s embassy seizure, also was at the 
airport to greet the commandos. 
Weary but exchanging jokes among 
themselves, the Palestinians, all univer­ 
sity students in their 20s, told reporters 
they hoped their one-day capture of the 
Egyptian embassy had alerted the world 
to what they called "Egypt’s betrayal of 
the Palestinian and Arab cause." 
The guerrillas had demanded that 
Egypt renounce the latest interim Sinai 
peace accord negotiated with Israel and 
send home their peace delegation now in 
Geneva. 
In Geneva, the Egyptian and Israeli 
military delegations resumed negotia­ 
tions at 9:35 a m. today in a effort to 
agree on ways to implement the Sinai ac­ 
cord. 
It was the eleventh meeting in the 
current series aimed at reaching agree­ 
ment on all outstanding details of the 
pact. 
Wearing black nylon stocking hoods 
over their heads, the Palestinians and 
their hostages flew in the silver and red 
Ilyushin Soviet twin engine executive jet 
of 
A lg eria n 
P r e sid e n t 
H ouari 
Boumedienne. 
The chief captive from Madrid, Egyp­ 
tian ambassador Mahmoud Abdel Ghaf- 
far, was the first to step down with two 
aides from the plane, followed by the 
Algerian and Iraqi envoys to Madrid who 
negotiated the deal under which the lives 


of the Egyptians were spared and the 
guerrillas flown to Algiers. 
Ghaffar said he will fly on to Cairo to­ 
day to report to President Anwar Sadat, 
who rejected the Palestinian demand to 
break off talks with Israel. 
Witnesses said the guerrillas raised 
their hands in a clenched fist salute as 
they got off the plane in pre dawn 
darkness at the seaside airfield. 
"We have achieved our objective — 
alerting Arab and international opinion 
to the dangers of Egypt’s accord with 
Israel," the guerrilla spokesman, who 
identified himself as Abou Aissa, told 
newsmen. 
The four well-dressed gunmen stormed 
the Egyptian embassy in Madrid Monday 
morning, seizing Ambassador Mahmoud 
Abdel G h a f f a r , Consul Mohamed 
Shaffei and press attache Mohamed Af- 
fifi. 
They threatened to execute their three 
hostages unless Egypt withdrew from 
peace talks with Israel in Geneva. 
After 16 hours of negotiations with 
Arab diplomats, they agreed to fly to 
Algiers and free their captives. 
Iraqi Ambassador Hassan Nagib and 
Algerian 
Ambassador 
Mohammed 
Khaled Khelladi agreed to go along as 
volunteer hostages on the flight. 
The five diplomats alighted first from 
the plane and boarded w aiting 
limousines for the trip to Algiers. 
Just before he slipped into his car, 
Ghaffar said he was "happy with the out­ 
come of the operation." 
The guerrillas met with reporters in 
the airport’s VIP lounge. 
"We knew in advance Egypt would 
reject our demand for a public condem­ 
nation of its accord with Israel," Aissa 
said. 
"We are satisfied with the outcome of 
our operation whose success was assured 
thanks to the coldbloodedness of the 
freedom fighters and to the under­ 
standing of the Arab mediators." 
Colby admits CIA 
had illegal arsenal 
for five years 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - CIA Director 
William E. Colby, displaying a deadly 
electric dart gun that he said could kill 
silently at 100 yards, today admitted to 
Congress the agency for five years il­ 
legally maintained a stockpile of lethal 
poison and weapons. 
Colby said his predecessor, Richard 
Helms, was aware of the 1970 require­ 
ment that such material be disposed of. 
But Colby did not say whether Helms had 
knowledge of the illegal stockpiling. 
Under questioning by Sen. Howard 
Baker, R-Tenn., Colby said records 
showing who authorized the development 
and stockpiling of the deadly biological 
weapon were destroyed three years ago 
with Helms’ knowledge. 
In the glare of television camera 
lights, Colby showed the Senate Select 
Committee on Intelligence a telescopic 
sighted, black dart gun which he 
described as "a very deadly weapon.” 
Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, chairman 
Soviets agree to idea

of the committee, gingerly inspected the 
weapon, slightly larger than a .45 pistol 
and handed it along to other members of 
the panel. 
Colby said the dart gun, powered by 
electric batteries, was one of various 
methods of injecting lethal doses of such 
poisons as shellfish toxin and cobra 
venom in "offensive targets.” 
Defensively, he said, the poisons were 
designed for suicide pills for captured 
agents. 
Church opened the panel’s first public 
hearings with a statement saying the 
investigation “involves the illegal pos­ 
session of deadly biological poisons 
which were retained within the CIA for 
five years after their destruction was 
ordered by the president (Richard M. 
Nixon)” in 1970. 
Colby said "middle level" CIA officers 
were apparently responsible for main­ 
taining the stockpile of poisons and deliv­ 
ery systems. 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The Soviet Union 
has agreed in principle to the idea of a 
long-term grain agreement with the 
United States which could lead to an ex­ 
change of American wheat for Russian 
oil. 
Undersecretary of State for Economic 
Affairs Charles Robinson said today 
"five days of talks is evidence they have 
accepted the idea of a long-term agree­ 
ment in principle.” 
Robinson spoke to reporters before fly­ 
ing back to Washington to report to 
President Ford on the talks aimed at 
securing agreement that the Soviets 
would make specific purchases of set 
amounts of grain over a period of years. 
He said he was "very optimistic" that 
agreement could be reached within the

Robinson said both sides were con­ 
sidering their positions and he expected 
to return to Moscow “in the near 
future.” 


He said he expects to meet Ford 
Wednesday to brief him on the 13 hours 
of talks with Foreign Trade Minister 
Nikolai S. Patolichev. 


The Soviet press has avoided direct 
mention of the nation’s seriously in­ 
adequate grain harvest. U.S. intelligence 
estimates say the Soviets will be 40 
million tons short of their planned 215 
million-ton harvest. 


The Soviet Union has so far managed 
to buy about 15 million tons of Western 
grain at an estimated cost of more than 
$1.8 billion. 


President Ford sent Robinson to 
Moscow to seek an arrangement under 
which the Soviets would buy specified 
amounts of grain from the United States 
on an annual basis. 


Ford said Friday the deal could cover 
up to five years and might involve a 
"bushel-for-barrel" trading of surplus 
American crops for Soviet oil.

Rita Belloni’s love is for the birds — all 600 of them. 
Actually she does not know how many birds she has. 
But the chatter of a great flock can be heard from the 
sidewalk as you pass her home at 216 North Z St. 
"I started out with two males," recalled Mrs. 
Belloni, "and one day I came home and there was this 
egg ” 
That was four years ago. Now she and her husband 
John find themselves buying 200 pounds of "forty-two 
per cent” every 10 days and mixing it with 25 pounds of 
Treat to feed their feathered friends. This is in addi­ 
tion to the needed gravel, wheat germ oil, cod liver oil 
and other supplies. 


"My husband didn’t like it at first — bills and bills. 
But now it is a family project," said the jaunty little 
lady. 


Their daughter Linda fills the feeders and changes 
the water every day. John spends four hours on Satur­ 
day cleaning out the bottom of their four walk-in bird­ 
cages which are built onto the back of the house and 
will soon be extended all the way across the patio. 
While she raises finches, love-birds, and canary 
parakeets in small numbers, Mrs. Belloni is well- 
stocked in your common dime store parakeet, or 
budgies as they are called by bird fanciers. Her 


budgies, die noteworthy because of their uncommon 
colors. 
Only last month she entered 22 budgies in the color 
judging at the San Gabriel Valley Parakeet As­ 
sociation’s Budgerigar Show and they swooped up 
three trophies and 18 ribbons, including the coveted 
mayor’s trophy. It was her second show ever. 
Last year she entered 12 birds in a Santa Maria show 
and they were awarded three plaques and 15 ribbons. 
About that show, the first, she said, "I had never 
been to a show. I didn’t know how it works. I was a ner­ 
vous wreck I only wanted to win one ribbon to show I 
have good birds.” 
So she grabbed 12 budgies at random from her levy 
and they turned up big winners According to Mrs. 
Belloni. she competed against fanciers with 25 and 30 
year’s experience 
The Lompoc birdwoman said she began by breeding 
the offsprings of her first two males because she 
wanted a yellow She had a green and a blue. After a 
few failures, she borrowed a book from the library on 
genetics. 
"It’s so complicated. The more I read the more 
dumb I got. The first yellow I got I nearly died." she 
commented 
Mrs. Belloni sells a few birds. Her goal, however, is 
to become a show judge some day. 
Right now, "I don’t know a thing," she reports 


Israel may get 
new missile 
NY teachers to end walkout 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The United 
States stands ready to supply the 460- 
mile range Pershing missile to Israel as 
part of the agreement on the interim 
Middle East settlement, according to a 
document obtained by columnist Jack 
Anderson. 
Anderson supplied the document to the 
Washington Post which said in a story 
that the Israeli claim on U.S. supplies 
also includes the F16 fighter plane not 
yet in production. 
The release of the story coincides with 
developments on Capitol Hill, where the 
administration is having difficulty con­ 
vincing Congress to clear the sale of 
Hawk antiaircraft missiles to Jordan 
because they could be used against 
Israel. 
A State Department spokesman said 
Monday night there would be no com­ 
ment on the report of the document 
because consultations with Congress on 
publication of the agreements and docu­ 
ments on the Middle East settlement 
were continuing and public release 
would be worked out eventually. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The delegate as­ 
sembly of the striking New York City 
teachers’ union, urged to settle their 
strike because "the boss is broke,” voted 
today to accept a contract proposal and 
end their walkout which closed the 
nation’s largest school system 
The rank-and-file of the 80,000-member 
union must now vote final approval of the 
agreement which "nobody likes” before 
the city’s 1.1 million students can return 
to their classrooms. 
The vote was 662 in favor of the con­ 
tract proposal and 359 against in the 
delegate assembly. 
A union spokesman said the results 
from the rank-and-file ballot will not be 
known until late this afternoon. 


Albert Shanker, president of the 
United Federation of Teachers, made a 
hard-sell pitch to union members to end 
their strike and approve the agreement 
which he called "the best that can be got­ 
ten.” 
The union’s rank-and-file will vote on 
the agreement only after the delegate as­ 
sembly acts and it was doubtful that 
classes could resume before Thursday. 


Robert Christen, the Board’s vice 
president and chief negotiator, said the 
proposed two-year contract would in­ 
volve cutting the school day by two 
periods a week in return for the 
teachers’ giving up some preparation 
periods, or nonclass time. 
In the first year of the proposed con­ 
tract, teachers with less han 10 years of 
experience would get a $300 cost of living 
adjustment while those with 10 years or 
more experience would receive lon­ 
gevity. salary and fringe increases 
averaging about 5 per cent. Christen 
said 
He reported there would be provisions 
for a wage reopener in the second year 
subject to binding arbitration. 
But he said any salary increases would 
"probably would be subject to a freeze” 
which has been imposed on other city 
employes. 
The teachers’ union had initially asked 
for a 25 per cent wage hike 


Shanker said the Board of Education 
had approved the proposed agreement. 
The UFT lead er said he had 
"misgivings” about the tentative pact. 


OPEC may 
hike oil 
price again 


VIENNA. Austria (UPI) — Economic 
experts of the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries began preliminary 
talks today on a possible oil price in­ 
crease later this month. 
An OPEC spokesman said the experts 
would probably continue their delibera­ 
tions until an official meeting of the 
organization’s oil ministers opens Sept. 
24 
It appeared uncertain how much the 
price of oil will go up or even if it will go 
up at all. 
The oil ministers already are on record 
in favor of an increase But leaders of 
the world’s major industrial nations 
have asked the ministers to reconsider 
their stand 
The experts, members of the OPEC 
Economic Commission, were authorized 
to submit recommendations to the 
meeting of the oil ministers 
At their last meeting in June in 
Libreville, Gabon, the ministers an­ 
nounced they had decided to increase the 
price of oil when the present price freeze 
expires Oct. 1. 
They said they would set the new price 
at the Sept. 24 meeting 
Since the meeting in Libreville, 
reports from OPEC capitals have 
suggested price increases ranging from 
10 to 35 per cent — or no increase at all. 


OPEC sources said it was possible the 
ministers might continue the price 
freeze at $10.47 a barrel — but they 
doubted it. 


Judge to let 
'Squeaky' talk 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - U S District 
Court Judge Thomas MacBride today 
agreed to allow Lynette "Squeaky” 
Fromme. accused of attempting to as­ 
sassinate President Ford, to speak out 
publicly but not about her case 
He also agreed to consider at another 
hearing on Friday her motion to act as 
her own attorney. 
Wearing her familiar flowing red gown 
and hood, the devoted apostle of mass 
murderer Charles Manson insisted the 
publicity given to the Manson case five 
years ago and the attempt on the 
President’s life had prejudiced her right 
to a fair trial. She asked to be released 
from MacBride’s gag order. 
He modified the order to allow her to 
talk with news reporters about anything 
except the case itself and said she may 
talk with potential witnesses about the 
case. 
She argued that the vast attention 
given to the threat on Ford's life 
nationwide had prejudiced her right to a 
fair trial and cited a national magazine 
story which she said discussed her sex 
fantasies 
"If she wants to talk about the Manson 
family or the sex fantasies she made 
reference to that’s up to her." MacBride 
said 
"You can’t find a juror in the whole 
country who hasn't read something about 
it.” the diminutive 26-year-old redhead 
told MacBride in a forceful but un­ 
emotional voice. 
Miss Fromme pointed a 45 caliber 
automatic pistol at the President on his 
visit to Sacramento Sept. 5. The weapon 
was loaded but did not fire. 
She appeared in court with federal 
Public Defender E Richard Walker to 
seek to have her name removed from the 
judge's gag order and to appeal for a 
reduction in her $1 million bail. 
"With the amount of past publicity of 
the Manson case in 1969 and 1970 and the 
amount of heavily prejudicial publicity, 
if I talked all day and night it would not 
affect the balance." she said

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City sign law violations 
target of beauty panel

The Lompoc Beautification Commission 
would like something to be done about the 
“profusion" of advertising signs that surround 
many Lompoc businesses 
Last night the subject came up during a 
regular meeting and Chairman Dave Schwark 
asked commission secretary Ed Brooks to con­ 
tact the city attorney about how businesses now 
violating the sign ordinance can be penalized. 
Brooks, a planning technician in the Com­ 
munity Development Department, reported that 
most stores in Ixrmpoc are in violation of the or­ 
dinance, but the department has not had the 
manpower to monitor stores and prosecute 
violators Now that CDD has hired a full-time 
building inspector, Brooks said he expects that 
the department will have that time and man­ 
power 
According to the planning technician, a 
business is allowed to display three advertising 
signs, excluding directional signs such as “park­ 
ing in rear." It has often been the case that once 
a store s signs are approved by the Architectural 
Review Board, the store owner proceeds to raise 
Bank-of-America Card signs and sales signs, 
both of which violate the city sign ordinance 
“This has been an overwhelming problem,” 
said Brooks. "One reason is a lack of com­ 
munication They don't know that there is an or­ 
dinance limiting the number of signs ” 
Brooks also indicated that he did not know how 
violators can be dealt with Schwark, who ex­ 
pressed his discontent with the abundance of 
advertising signs he sees from the streets, asked 
him to inquire about penalization from the city 
attorney and report back to the commission. 


In other business, the commission reviewed

-A n east city entry sign with landscaping. 
The commission acknowledged that the state 
has proposed widening the road into Lompoc, 
but feels the sign should be purchased now and 
erected in a temporary spot, possibly where the 
present sign is located Toe state may not act in 
three to five years and the sooner the sign is 
purchased, the cheaper it will cost, felt the com­ 
mission. 
—Downtown revitalization. To consider 
f u r th e r d e v e lo p m e n t of a lle y s fo r 
pedestrian/shopper traffic and to consider the 
use in the downtown area of specific street fur­ 
niture designs, including stop sin s, street signs, 
newspaper stands, planter benches, trash recep­ 
tacles. pedestrian benches and light standards. 
—To beautify the storm drain outfall across 
the street from the city library, to include 
benches and a tree grove. 
—Erecting a sound screen and visual barrier 
between the residential areas and the East 
Laurel Avenue railyard. The commission feels 
that the city should encourage Southern Pacific 
to help financially in the project. “The en­ 
vironmental impact report associated with a re­ 
cent attempt to re-zone property on East Laurel 
for a commercial use pointed out the need for a 
sound screen . ” 
—Master street tree plan for collector streets. 
“The commission, with heavy dependence on 
staff is continuing to work on a master plan for 
these heavily traveled city streets. The comple­ 
tion of this plan and the start of a plan im­ 
plementation should receive a high priority from 
Council.” 
Checking stations 
Closing 
may curb rowdies 
stocks 


The county may be able to set up a checking station at the 
entrance of the upper Santa Ynez River recreational area in Los 
Padres National Forest as a means of keeping control over rowdy 
persons who have caused law enforcement problems in the area, 
the Board of Supervisors learned Monday. 
As a result of Supervisor Robert E. Kallman’s suggestion for 
such a facility, the county counsel’s office is to look into the 
legality of the plan. 
Assistant County Counsel Robert Curiel said he felt the county 
could set up such a station but it should be in cooperation with the 
U.S. Forest Service. 
Curiel was instructed to arrange a session between the Sheriff’s 
Department and Forest Service to talk over feasibility of such a 
plan. 
Meanwhile, Sheriff John W. Carpenter has been informed he is 
expected to maintain police protection in the area at no additional 
cost to the county. Carpenter had asked the board for supplemental 
funds to have officers patrol the trouble spots which have occurred 
in areas such as Red Rock and Figueroa Mt. • 
The county counsel's office said it felt the county could not 
charge an admission fee to the national forest. Curiel said the state 
nor the Federal government were also not empowered to levy such 
a charge.

New candidates seen ready 
for board, bench offices

The announcement by Herman Farnum, 
Goleta Valley ranch owner and realtor, that he 
will run next year for Third District supervisor, 
has touched off speculation not only about the 
Third District race in 1976, but also that in the 
First District where Frank J. Frost is incum­ 
bent. as well as a municipal court judgeship race 
next year. 
Although the official filing period doesn’t 
begin until early next February, Famum’s entry 
into the race seems to be a signal that a number 
of rivals will seek to succeed Slater, an attorney, 
if he chooses to seek a second four-year term. 
Slater, who was elected when Goleta attorney 
Michael Marisoli withdrew from the race three 
years ago. said Monday he is undecided at this 
point whether he will seek re-election. 
The name of M. Keith Watkins, accountant, 
has also been bandied about as a possible Third 
District supervisorial candidate, but otherwise 
the political front so far as Slater’s job is con- 
cernedhasbeen quiet, with Famum’s announce­ 
ment breaking the spell. 
Meanwhile. Slater’s name has popped up as a 
possible candidate for Santa Barbara-Goleta 
Municipal Court judgeship, particularly if in­ 
cumbent Frank Kearney decides to retire next 
year as some rumors have it he is considering 
doing. 
’ Should Judge Kearney call it a day, a bevy of 
candidates could get into the field, Deputy

Public Defender Frank Buckwalter, Ted Flynn, 
and others have been mentioned in addition to 
Slater. 
First District Supervisor Frost will also have 
to decide before too many months whether he 
will seek re-election in 1976 or not. He defeated 
Carpintería Valley businessman George Bliss to 
win his seat, but could face the challenge of 
another Carpinterian, Tom Raycroft, a city 
councilman, next year if he decides to try for 
another four years on the board. 
Also mentioned as possible candidates for the 
First District supervisor job are Santa Barbara 
Mayor David Shiftman arid David M Yager, at­ 
torney. and president of the Montecito Protec­ 
tive and Improvement Assn., although the latter 
two have given no strong indications they will 
run.

Santa Ynez Valley is close 
behind the Santa Barbara of­ 
fice. and ahead of the Lompoc 
and Santa Maria offices, in 
total valuation of building per­ 
mits issued for the first two 
months of the 1975-76 fiscal 
year. 
The Division of Building and 
Safety in Santa Barbara said 
that the Santa Ynez Valley of­ 
fice issued 93 permits during 
July and August, including 49 in 
August, on projects with valua­ 
tion of $1.923.800 for the two- 
month period. During August, 
p e rm it v alu atio n to taled 
$1,235,800. 
The report, covering unincor­ 
porated areas of the county on­ 
ly. showed that the Santa Ynez 
Valley office had issued 83 per­ 
mits during a similar period 
last year with permits valued at 
$1.411.800. 
Santa Barbara office issued 
399 perm its with valuations 
totaling $2.607.300 during the in­ 
itial two months of the current 
fiscal vear. an increase of more 
than $500.000 over the $2.103,800 
figure last year. 
Santa Maria office figures 
showed permits declined from 
111 last year to 90 for the two- 
month period this year, with 
valuations down from $1,333,900 
last year to $967,600 this year. 
Fees were down from 10,435 
last year to $7,511 this year, 
with inspections up this year to 
2,111 as compared with 1,306 
last year. 
Lompoc office reported 39 
permits issued during the two- 
month period this year com­ 
pared with 34 last year. Permit 
valuations were up this year to 
$860.300 from $305.700 last year. 
Fees were up to $6,093 this year 
from $2.977 last year, and in­ 
spections dropped from 1,206 
last year to 819 this year. 
F igures for the city of 
Guadalupe are included in the 
Santa Maria total, but other 
cities of Santa Barbara, Lom­ 
poc.

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New signs of U.S. economic recovery 


United Press International 
There are new signs the 
economy is recovering from its 
worst recession in 30 years 
despite nagging pressures for 
higher consumer prices and in­ 
terest rates. 
Industrial production —the 
output of the nation's mines, 
factories and utilities —jumped 
1.3 per cent in August, the 
biggest monthly gain in nearly 
three years 
Business completed a sixth 
month of declining inventories 
in July, the longest such period 
since the eight-month runoff 
heralding the end of the 1957-58 


recession Declining factory in­ 
ventories mean production will 
have to increase even more in 
the months ahead to meet con­ 
sumer demand. 
The combination of rising 
production and declining inven­ 
tories indicates deep cuts could 
be made this fall in the ranks of 
the nation's 7.8 million un­ 
employed —provided the cost of 
living does not return to the 
double-digit rates of last year. 
Treasury Secretary William 
Simon said the econom ic 
recovery of recent months "has 
been stronger than most 
forecasters predicted.” 


'* ... I think it will continue to 
be stronger and that the un­ 
employment rate will come 
down more rapidly than many 
now think.” he told the opening 
session of the Southern Gover­ 
nor’s Conference in Florida 
Monday. 
But Simon said a resurgence 
of inflation could seriously 
hamper the recovery. Bank of 
America, the world's largest 
bank, and other big banks in 
Chicago, 
Cleveland. 
Detroit, 
New York and Pittsburgh 
raised the minimum interest 
rate for their best corporate 
customers to 8 per cent. 


In reaction to higher interest 
rates, stock prices dropped 16 
cents a share on the New York 
Stock Exchange and six cents 
on the American. 
Other possible indications of 
higher living costs came Mon­ 
day from the Com m erce 
Department and the American 
Farm Bureau Federation. 
Responding to complaints of 
American fishermen that fo­ 
reigners are illegally harvest­ 
ing tuna, Commerce said it 
might restrict tuna imports 
from countries acting illegally 
until they stop A tuna embargo 


would increase consumer pri­ 
ces. 
The Federal Reserve said 
every sector of industrial

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) -

tions, bringing to more than 300 
the number of persons killed or 
wounded since fighting began 
more than two weeks ago. 


The casualties included an 
American injured when the taxi 
he was riding in crashed into a 
wall after coming under fire in 
Ras El Nabeh. He was iden­ 
tified as Richard M. Murphy, a 
professor of English at the 
American University of Beirut. 
Hospital officials said his condi­ 
tion was good. 


The 5 p.m. deadline, set by 
Phalangist party chief Pierre 
Gemayel for the government to 
stop the fighting, passed with 
sporadic shooting still going on 
in the main trouble spots — the 
Moslem leftist stronghold of 
Chiah and the predominantly 
Phalangist suburb Ein Rum- 
maneh. 
Socialist leader Kama) Jum- 


blatt issued his first appeal for 
the warring factions to lay 
down their arms. 
Gemayel hinted that his 
strong, well-armed Phalangist 
militia might take unilateral 
action if the fighting between 
his and other rightist groups 
and their left-wing rivals does 
not stop. 
Gemayel met with President 
Suleiman Franjieh and Interior 
Minister Camille Chamoun, 
both of them prominent right­ 
ists, to discuss the worsening 
security situation. 
The heaviest fighting cen­ 
tered in the Moslem suburb of 
Chiah. where leftist militiamen 
fought right-wingers from the 
neighboring Christian region of 
Ain Rummanah. 
Premier Rashid Karami sent 
2.000 troops to northern Leba­ 
non last Thursday to set up a 
buffer zone between the war­ 
ring militias of predominantly 
Moslem Tripoli and largely 
Christian Zghorta. 
The situation in Tripoli, 
where the army killed 12 leftist 
gunmen early Monday, was 
reported tense today as troops 
warily patrolled the buffer 
zone. 


Safeway denies charge 
of misleading advertising 


Congress slush funds 
about to move into 
capitol battlefield 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Safeway, the 
nation’s largest supermarket chain, denies a 
Federal Trade Commission charge it has been 
cheating customers for years, saying it is 
always happy to correct pricing errors at the 
checkout stand. 
The FTC accused Safeway Stores Inc., Mon­ 
day of deceptive and misleading advertising by 
putting food on sale but selling it a regular 
prices. The loss to shoppers, one FTC lawyer 
said, has been "substantial” over the years, 
although no complete dollar estimate has been 
made 
The complaint against Safeway completed a 
sweep by the agency against the country’s "big 
three" food store chains. A&P, the No. 2 chain, 
and Kroger, No. 3. have been hit with similar 
litigation. 
Safeway, in a statement, said the FTC com­ 
plaint was based on a survey of only 56 of its 
1,950 stores in 27 states and the District of 
Columbia and involved fewer than 150 out of 
more than 10,000 advertised items. 
"Because human error cannot be completely 


eliminated in the demanding job of checking out 
grocery products, some items will be un­ 
dercharged and some overcharged," the compa­ 
ny said. 
"Various industry studies have shown that 
overall cashier error almost always result in a 
net under-ring rather than a net over-ring," it 
said. "Our customers know that Safeways are 
happy to correct any errors called to their atten­ 
tion." 
The complaint was based in part on a 1973 FTC 
survey of retail food store prices. Unlike the 
complaint against Kroger, which is pending, and 
the one against A&P. which has been settled, the 
Safeway action does not allege that the items on 
sale were not available. 
It simply says consumers suffered overcharg­ 
ing and overpricing because the food continued 
to be sold at prices higher than advertised. 
The complaint seeks to require Safeway to 
post a copy of its advertising in each store along 
with a notice asking shoppers to compare the 
marked price against the prices in the ad and to 
report any disagreements with checkout clerks 
to the manager. 


Buses stoned 


Boston attendance in slow gain 


BOSTON (UPI) - Attend­ 
ance has reached a new high at 
the start of the second week of 
expanded school desegregation, 
but for the first time Monday 
buses were reported stoned. 
Three buses, two carrying 
schoolchildren, were pelted 
with rocks. 
Citywide attendance reached 
70 per cent of the projected 
enrollment of 76,127. Increases 
were most noticeable at South 
Boston and Charlestown High 
Schools, centers of opposition to 
the court-ordered school deseg­ 
regation plan. 
A black bus driver was 
treated for minor injuries in­ 
flicted by broken glass. There 
were no other injuries in the 
stonings. 
Officials were optimistic the 
increase of more than 4 per 
cent over last week’s average 
indicated a weakening of a 


boycott by whites. They said it 
was impossible to determine 
how many Jewish students 
observing Yom Kippur were ab­ 
sent. 
Despite the relative calm, a 
task force of local, state and 
federal officers, some in 
helicopters and on motorcycles, 
remained on duty. A police 
spokesman, citing a federal 
court mandate to keep such in­ 
formation secret, refused com­ 
ment on reports of reduced 
staffing at some points. 


A teen-aged white youth 
stoned a bus returning black 
and white children home from 
the Guild School, an East 
Boston elementary school, po­ 
lice said. A bus window was 
broken. 
A bus with whites and blacks 
aboard at Dever School in 
Dorchester was stoned by black 


children, school officials said. 
The rear window was smashed. 
In South Boston, the wind­ 
shield of a Massachusetts Bay 
Transportation Authority bus — 
not involved in busing students 
— was shattered by stones. Its 
driver was injured. 
About 200 women, some 
pushing infants in baby car­ 
riages, staged their daily 
"mother’s march” in the 
shadow of the Bunker Hill 
Monument near Charlestown 
High School Monday. 


They paused at a post office 
where about 50 of them mailed 
protest letters to President 
Ford. 
The Phase Two desegrega­ 
tion, ordered by U.S. District 
Judge W. Arthur Darrity Jr., in­ 
cludes most sections of the city 
and calls for the busing of about 
26,000 students.

Sadat sizzles 
over threats 
from Palestine 


CAIRO. Egypt (UPI) - 
President Anwar Sadat has 
angrily warned Palestinian 
guerrillas against "frightening 
us" and said the Egyptian peo­ 
ple are "solid as a rock" behind 
his policy of peace with Israel. 
In Beirut, the Palestine 
Liberation Organization criti­ 
cized "the threatening tone" of 
Sadat’s comments, but con­ 
demned the dramatic guerrilla 
attack against the Egyptian 
embassy in Madrid, Spain. 
"1116 Egyptian front is as 
solid as a rock,” Sadat said 
Monday night in an emotional, 
nationally broadcast speech 
during the 16-hour embassy 
siege. 
The defiant president vowed 
to oppose Palestinian pressures 
and stick to Egypt’s policy of 
peace despite increasing isola­ 
tion in the Arab world. 


"All those who have been 
criticizing Egypt and its policy 
think that they can frighten us, 
but we cannot be deceived by 
outbidding on slogans,” he told 
the Arab Socialist Union, 
Egypt’s only political party. 
Sadat accused the Soviet 
Union of falsely saying Egypt, 
Israel and the United States 
have secretly agreed on a 
"prem editated plan” 
for 
imposing a Middle East peace. 


He said Egypt hasn’t changed 
its position on the Arab-Israeli 
conflict and would always take 
into consideration “the in­ 
terests of the Palestinian 
people.” 


Sadat singled out PLO leader 
Arafat during his two-hour 
speech and said, "Don’t let the 
Soviet Union use you in fighting 
me through Palestine.” 


money congressmen say they 
receive to pay the expenses of 
running their office and which 
critics say is used for travel, 
entertainment and other per­ 
sonal items. 
The Federal Election Com­ 
mission wants slush funds 
brought out in the open — 
reported as political contribu­ 
tions and applied toward the 
limit a congressman can spend 
to get re-elected. Its regulation 
doing that must be approved by 
Congress, and the battle lines 
are drawn. 
The FEC will hold hearings 
beginning today to air public 
sentiment on the regulation in 
face of almost certain rejection 
by the Senate. Many legislators 
are reluctant to give up the 
funds. If either house rejects 
the proposal it is dead. 


Among those slated to testify 
were Sens. Ted Stevens, R- 
Alaska, and Bennett Johnston, 
D-La. their party’s respective 
campaign chairmen in the 
Senate. 
Slush funds are a long­ 
standing congressional prac­ 
tice, but were made famous in 
the 1952 presidential race.

But in his "Checkers” speech 
he said his pet dog was the only 
contribution he ever kept for 
h im s e lf.

Democrats converted office 
funds into fur coats for their 
wives while his wife Pat wore a 
"plain Republican cloth coat." 
The FEC proposal says that if 
Congress isn ’t paying its 
members enough in expense ac­ 
counts to pay for their offices it 
ought to increase the allotment. 
If campaign reform is to have 
any meaning, the authors of the 
regulation argue, all money 
contributed to an office holder 
should be reported publicly and 
treated like campaign funds. 
They note that slush funds are 
not subject to the $1,000 in­ 
dividual campaign contribu­ 
tion limit and that corporations 
and unions, barred by law from 
giving money to political cam­ 
paigns, can contribute to slush 
funds. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Ford’s now-defunct 
clemency program drew less 
than 20 per cent of more than 
100,000 potential applicants. 
And unless a general amnesty is 
proclaimed, unrepentant Vi­ 
etnam war resisters still will be 
subject to punishment. 
The Clemency Board went 
out of existence Monday, one 
year after the clemency pro­ 
gram was instituted. President 
Ford planned a farewell meet- 


ing with the 18-member panel 
today. 
Ford signed an executive 
order Monday assigning the 
Justice Department to clean up 
unfinished business of the 
board, which processed 15,500 
applications for the limited 
clemency offer. To gain cle­ 
mency, an applicant had to 
pledge to perform alternate 
service to the country. 
Of the clemency requests 
reviewed by the board, the 


White House said, 43 per cent 
were recommended for clemen­ 
cy after completion of alternate 
service, 51 per cent were 
recommended for pardons and 
6 per cent were denied. 


Some of the paperwork left 
for the Justice Department to 
handle includes the 13,000 
Clemency Board recommenda­ 
tions for Ford’s review and 
signature. He has already 
signed about 2,400 of them.

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'People's Lobby' new 
Sacramento bar as 
Koupal loses name 


SACRAMENTO (DPI) — Peoples’ Lobby may just become the 
name of a cocktail lounge now that it no longer is the designation of 
the self-styled political reform group. 
Gilbert Rosales, a Capitol area bartender, purchased the rights 
to the title “Peoples’ íx)bby’’ after People’s I.«bby, Inc., which 
spearheaded voter approval of the 1974 California Political Reform 
Initiative, was “suspended” as a’corporation by the state. 
As a result of the state suspension, the group’s name was made 
available to anybody who wanted to buy it for $6. 
Edwin Koupal, founder and executive director of People’s Lob­ 
by, said the legal loss of the name was “political harassment” and 
his group would continue to use the name. 
Rosales, a quiet-spoken nonpolitical type, told UPI he bought the 
name after reading a news account that the organization had been 
suspended as a corporation. 
Rosales .said he did not know how he would use the name. He said 
one possibility would be to name a cocktail lounge “Peoples’ Lob­ 
by.” 
The Franchise Tax Board suspended People’s Lobby because it 
failed to submit on time an annual report required of all non-profit 
corporations 
In turn, the secretary of state’s office placed

said that under state law, when a name appears on a suspend^ list 
“anyone can walk into the secretary of state’s office and pay $6 
and claim it for 60 days.” 
He said Rosales now owns the name legally and Koupal could 
face a suit from the new owner if he continues to use Peoples’ Lob­ 
by. Inc., on news releases or stationery. The organization is a tax- 
exempt corporation 
Koupal suggested that the state action against his group was 
prompted by a recent suit he filed against the state’s new Fair 
Political Practices Commission. The suit was aimed at overturn­ 
ing a recent commission ruling setting the amount initiative cam­ 
paign committees could spend prior to elections.

t Orders to destroy poison 
'senseless,' CIA man felt 


WASHINGTON (U P n - CIA D irector 
William Colby disclosed today a now retired 
branch chief saved 11 grams of lethal poison on 
his own authority in 1970 because he felt White 
House orders to destroy it were wasteful and 
senseless 
Colby said in testimony prepared for the first 
open hearings by the Senate Select Committee 
on Intelligence that four congressional chairmen 
were informed as soon as the toxins were dis­ 
covered in the CIA vault at Ft Detrick. Md 
The toxins were extracted from shellfish and 
cobra venom 


Colby was called to testify before Sen Frank 
Church’s com m ittee which has probed in­ 
telligence activities at length in closed sessions 
During those sessions the leftover toxins at the 
Army’s biological laboratory at Ft 
Detrick 
came to light 


Instructions to destroy ch em ical and 
biological warfare material at Ft Detrick in 
were issued in 1970 But last May 20,11 grams of 
shellfish toxin and eight milligrams of cobra 
venom were found in the small vault 


"At the time the toxin was found the officer 
responsible for the (destruction) project in 1970 
stated he had no recollection as to how it got 
there." Colby said 
"This man. who had been the GS15 branch 
chief in 1970, stated that the toxin had in fact 
been moved from Ft Detrick and stored in the 
laboratory This was done on the basis of his own 
decision after conversations with the responsi­ 
ble project officer.” Colby said 
“He further stated that he made this decision 
based on the fact that the cost and difficulty of 
isolating the shellfish toxin were so great that it 
simply made no sense to destroy it. particularly 
when there would be no future source of the tox­ 
in 
“The current branch chief believes this ex­ 
planation is correct but still does not recall the 
actual act of receiving the material from Ft 
Detrick 
Both of these middle-grade officers 
agree that no one. including their immediate 
superior, was told of the retention of the 
shellfish toxin ” 
“ I am confident that such episodes as the 
shellfish toxin will not be repeated.” Colby said 
Ford says he may revamp CIA

Wilson favors moving the airport south to an unpopulated area to 
eliminate noise from the busy downtown airfield and the danger to 
the city in case of a plane crash. 
Hubbard says relocation would be too costly and favors expan­ 
sion of Lindbergh Field. 
Here are three other minor candidates in the mayoral race: Ken­ 
neth Olson, a cafe owner. John Kelly, a public relations agent, and 
attorney Otis Jones. 
A runoff election will be necessary if none of the five candidates 
receives a majority of the votes. 


Tomcat cost estimates up 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Pentagon has raised its estimate of 
how much the Navy’s F14 Tomcat fighter will cost. 
A Pentagon spokesman said Monday the price will rise to $19.9 
million for each of the 390 plans made by the Grumman Aerospace 
Corp The F14 is the Navy’s most sophisticated jet fighter, packed 
with special radar and weapons systems, including Phoenix mis­ 
siles. which can hit enemy planes at ranges of up to 110 miles. 
The Pentagon’s quarterly weapons cost report estimated the 
total cost of the planes at $8.1 billion, an increase of $582 million, or 
roughly $14 million a plane. 
The spokesman said the cost increases resulted from changed es­ 
timates reflecting the shrinking economy, increased labor costs 
and “a drop in Grumman’s business base ... and vendor options.” 
That means the Navy expects Grumman’s .overall business to 
decline 


U.S. to help with (debts 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) ~ The federal government has agreed to 
help California collect about $12 million which national banks owe 
the state. Controller Kenneth Cory reported Monday. 


Cory said James Smith, U.S. comptroller of the currency, told 
controller representatives he will require banks under his jurisdic­ 
tion to supply information to California concerning millions of 
dollars in unclaimed checking and savings accounts which Cory 
contends the banks improperly withheld from the state. 


Cory has taken action to collect funds from such accounts from 
state banks. 
The controller said it might have been “impossible” to collect 
the funds from the national banks “without controller Smith’s as­ 
sistance.” 
Last week, Cory reported that Bank of America, the world’s 
largest bank, had submitted records to the state which he said 
showed the bank had improperly withheld money from the state 
treasury.

Pats go it alone 
as fellow clubs 
lend only words

This will be a day of decision for the striking 
New England Patriots and it could affect the 
entire lStf5 National Football League season. 
The Patriots went on strike Saturday and 
refused to play a final pre-season game against 
the New York Jets at New Haven, Conn. They 
had sought to get other NFL clubs to follow but 
it seem s that all they’re getting is sympathy. 
That and a few harsh words thrown in. 
The NFL Management Council, the bargain­ 
ing agent for the league, issued a warning dur­ 
ing the weekend that it would not allow any 
striking team to practice or collect paychecks. 
The Council also has indicated it may forfeit a 
striking club's games if necessary. 
The Patriots went ahead with the strike and 
are due to report for their first practice session 
today Monday’s practice had been postponed 
because of a conflict with the Notre Dame- 
Boston College game at Foxboro Stadium. 
NFL Players Association head Ed Garvey is 
charging a lockout and the league is holding 
fast. So far. only the Washington Redskins 
have indicated that they may join the Patriots 


in an actual strike 
Randy Vataha, the Patriots player represen­ 
tative, said. “ If we don’t get the support we 
hope for (from the other clubs), then we’ll sign 
a no-strike agreement and go back to work. If 
that happens, I don't think many of our players 
are going to want to pay their ($300) annual 
dues. There's no sense being a union if you 
really don’t have one ” 


“ Even if we are allowed to play, the 
Redskins said that they have set a deadline and 
if things are not ironed out by that deadline, 
they will strike whether we do or not. Our ac­ 
tion is decided at this time and will be exposed 
as it happens. We know what we are going to do 
but we want to do it with the least amount of 
uproar. This has nothing to do with the 
Patriots' management. It’s up to the rest of the 
team and the association.’’ 


“There is no lockout at this moment because 
the players are on strike and you can't have a 
strike and a lockout at the same time," 
Patriots spokesman Pat Horne said Monday. 
“If at any time the players said they were com­ 


ing back and the management said you’re not 
coming back, then you’ve got a lockout. But 
this is something in the hands of a Manage­ 
ment Council. We re sitting in limbo waiting 
for one side to make the move. 
i ’m sure (coach Chuck) Fairbanks wants 
his players but it’s up to them We just hope it 
will be resolved as soon as possible so our 
coaches can get back to getting ready to play 
the opening game of the season 
New England is scheduled to open Sunday 
against Houston and Oiler owner K.S. “Bud" 
Adams, feels the Patriots were influenced in 
their strike vote by an injury to quarterback 
Jim Plunkett. 


“I think they realized they can’t win without 
Plunkett so this strike sort of killed two birds 
with one stone,” Adams said. "I think it was 
the catalyst for the strike It clinched their 
decision.” 


Plunkett separated his left shoulder last 
week and will be out about two months 
The reaction around the league was sym­ 
pathetic but not to the point of striking.

Owners make 
6-point offer 
to Patriots 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The National 
Football League Management Council 
today made a six-point proposal to the 
NFL Players Association designed to 
head off a leaguewide strike, but Ed 
Garvey of the NFLPA said he would not 
recommend its acceptance. 


Specifically, the proposal by the coun­ 
cil was made to solve the situation 
precipitated by the strike action taken by 
the New England Patriots. The first of 
the six points would open the Patriot 
training camp to the players for practice 
today. The Patriots had struck on Satur­ 
day, forcing cancellation of their final 
pre-season game with the New York Jets 
Sunday. 


The second point proposes that “no 
lockout or strike shall take place during 
the period from Sept 16 to Oct. 1.” 
The council’s third and fourth points 
were that it would make a “complete 
proposal for a collective bargaining 
agreement on or before Sept. 25,” and 
that that “entire proposal be submitted 
to the players for acceptance or rejec­ 
tion ” 


Should the voting procedures stretch 
beyond Oct. 1, the council said “the no 
lockout, no strike agreement would be 
extended until the vote is completed.” 
The sixth and final point stated that 
“no reprisals will be taken against any 
players for action taken before Sept. 16.” 


Late breaks 
give Irish 
win at B.C. 


FOXBORO, Mass. (UPI) - Boston 
College has learned that to err is human, 
but it’s no way to beat Devine. 
BC found out Monday how much two 
mistakes can hurt against a powerful 
team when Notre Dame, under new 
coach Dan Devine, capitalized for a 17-3 
win in a nationally teievised game. 
The game was played at Schaefer 
Stadium to accommodate the crowd of 
61,501 fa n s- the largest to watch a foot­ 
ball game in the stadium’s four-year 
history It was the first meeting ever 
between the two Catholic colleges and 
had the potential of giving the BC team 
national recognition. 
* The perennially strong Fighting Irish 
and the upstart Eagles were tied 3-3 well 
into the third period when BC recovered 
a Notre Dame fumble at the Irish 26. But 
two plays later, the Eagles bobbled the 
ball back into the arms of defensive end 
Ross Browner and the game turned 
around 
Browner’s brother Jim, a freshman 
running back, scored eight plays later on 
a 10-yard run Sophomore safety Randy 
Harrison stole a deflected pass on the 
Eagles’ next possession and sophomore 
A1 Hunter quickly converted it into a 24- 
yard touchdown run. 
“I didn’t say much to them at the 
half,” said Devine, the third top active 
coach with a 121-40-8 record. “But I did 
tell the guys to be patient and keep their 
poise We kept waiting for them to make 
mistakes for a long time, then they final­ 
ly did.” 
BC. a 712-point underdog, earned the 
plaudits of Notre Dame players, yet 
Eagle Coach Joe Yukica said his team 
hadn’t played the way it needed to. 
“ Had it not been for a couple of stupid 
plays there in the third quarter, we could 
have had a victory,” Yukica said. “We 
sacked the quarterback after he had 
completed a pass (in the third period) 
yet we wind up with a personal foul; then 
we recover a fumble and give the ball 
right back to them. Then they score. As 
far as I’m concerned, that was the ball 
game.” 
Junior quarterback Rick Slager, with 
18 minutes of varsity playing time going 
into the game, kept the young Notre 
D am e team p oised and ready to 
capitalize on the Eagles’ second-half 
miscues. After al-for-5 passing perfor­ 
mance in the first half, he hit 6-of-7 in the 
final 30 minutes to engineer the two 
touchdown drives. 
Slager completed three passses for 41 
yards and Browner got the inside yar­ 
dage needed to keep alive the drive that 
resulted in Browner’s TD at 6:52 of the 
third period. 
BC quarterback Mike Kruczek, who 
set an NCAA pass completion percen­ 
tage record in 1974, tried to open up the 
offense on the next series. But his mid­ 
range pass to Bill Paulsen deflected off 
the fla n k er’s hand and fell into 
Harrison’s grasp at the BC 49. 


Harrison brought the ball to the 42 and 
Slager used one more pass, a 12-yarder 
to tight end Ken MacAfee, to set up the 
crushing touchdown. Slager then faked a 
handoff into the line and pitched out to 
Hunter, who was turning the right end. 
He shook off a couple of tackles and 
raced into the end zone 50 seconds into 
the final period. 


The Eagles never again threatened 
seriously, getting to the Notre Dame 49 
yard line only once more in the game.

Lynn drove in one run and Rice two in 
the victory, with both reaching the 100 
RBI level in the sam e game. It marked 
the first time two rookies knocked in 100 
runs for the same team since Ken 
Keltner and Jeff Heath did it for the 
Cleveland Indians in 1938. 
The two sensational rookies, chief 
architects of the Red Sox’ fine season, 


typified the quiet confidence all the 
Boston players maintained as they set 
out to deliver a knockout blow to the 
Orioles’ chances. 
“I haven’t been nervous all season and 
I’m not gonna start now,” said Lynn. 
“We’ll be okay.” 
“It’s nothing new,” commented Rice. 
“We just gotta win. I think we will.” 


Roger Moret went 6 2-3 innings to raise 
his record to 14-3 for the Red Sox who 
reducing their magic division-clinching 
number to nine. 


The Red Sox struck for four runs in 
each of the first two innings and added a 
run in the seventh. Lynn and Rice each 
reached the 100 RBI level in the second 
inning and Dwight Evans, who had three 
singles and a double, drove in two runs in 
each of the four-run innings. Robin 
Yount and George Scott homered for the 
Brewers. 
The crowd of 16,302 at Fenway Park 


gave standing ovations to Hank Aaron, 
baseball’s all-time home run king, when 
he batted in the eighth and ninth innings. 
Aaron began his major league career in 
1954, the year after the old Boston 
Braves moved to Milwaukee. 


Royals 3, White Sox 2 
John Mayberry’s two-out, run-scoring 
single in the ninth inning lifted Kansas 
City’s Paul Splittorff to his ninth win 
against eight losses and tagged Claude 
Osteen with his 15th setback. The RBI 
raised Mayberry’s league-leading total 
to 103. 


Twins 7, Angels 6 
Steve Braun singled and scored the 
game-winning run on a double by Glenn 
Borgmann in the 12th. The Twins had 
tied the score in the bottom of the 10th 
when Johnny Briggs singled in Braun, 
who singled and moved to second on 
Lyman Bostock’s hit. Bruce Bochte had 
five hits for the Angels.

Dodgers found a gem in Cubs' doghouse

Last season Burt Hooton was a washout at 24, 
a forgotten man, a mopup pitcher brought into 
games hopelessly lost. This season, the young 
right-hander’s name is mentioned in the same 
breath as Sandy Koufax and Don Drysdale. 


Hooton tied a Los Angeles club record Monday 
night by pitching the Dodgers to a 5-4 victory 
over the San Diego Padres. The victory was 
Hooton’s Uth consecutive triumph—equaling a 
Dodger club record first set by Drysdale in 1962 
and tied by Koufax in 1964 and again in 1965. 


“It’s great to be mentioned in the sam e com­ 
pany as Koufax and Drysdale,” said Hooton, 
now 17-9. “I never think about the strain (of the 
streak). Once it’s over I’ll think about it.” 
Hooton, nicknamed the “Night Owl” because 
he is particularly tough to beat in night games, 
found a welcome refuge in Dodger Stadium, far 
from Wrigley Field in Chicago where only day 
games are played. A much heralded prospect 


when he broke into the major leagues in 1971 
after starring at the University of Texas, Hooton 
has never had a winning season, posting a 34-42 
career mark prior to this year. 
After pitching himself out of the starting rota­ 
tion in Chicago last season, Hooton rapidly fell 
out of favor with both Cub fans and manage­ 
ment. A variety of reasons were cited as to why 
Hooton never fulfilled his promise with the 
Cubs—most of the criticism directed at his at­ 
titude and excess weight. It came as no surprise, 
therefore, when Chicago unloaded Hooton to the 
Dodgers earlier this season in a trade for 
relievers Geoff Zahn and Eddie Solomon. 
The change of scenery worked wonders for 
Hooton. He quickly dieted away his excess 
weight, regained lost confidence and pitching 
coach Red Adams made several adjustments in 
his motion, mosting affecting his timing and 
alignment. 
In this lost season for Los Angeles, Hooton has 
been the Dodgers’ greatest surprise. He is 17-7 


since coming to the Dodgers from Chicago on 
May 2. He last lost on July 10 to Pittsburgh. 
Willie Crawford’s three-run homer capped a 
four-run eighth inning rally that provided Hooton 
with the victory. Crawford’s ninth homer came 
after Hooton surrendered a three-run homer to 
Willie McCovey in the eighth. 


Qibs 6-1, Pirates 5-9 
Pittsburgh hammered out seven doubles and 
Richie Zisk belted a two-run homer to rout the 
Cubs in the nightcap behind Jim Rooker’s two- 
hit pitching after Chicago won the opener with a 
two-run ninth inning rally. Doubles by Jerry 
Morales and Jose Cardenai drove in a run apiece 
in the ninth inning of the opener. 
Cards 7, Phillies 6 
Pinch-hitter Reggie Smith doubled home 
pinch-runner Larry Lintz in the eighth inning to 
give St. Louis its victory over Philadelphia. Ken 
Reitz led off the Cardinals’ eighth with a single 
and Lintz ran for him. Ted Sizemore singled 


before Smith doubled off reliever Gene Garber. 
The loss dropped the Phils six games behind the 
division-leading Pirates in the NL East. 
Braves 12, Giants 0 
Dusty Baker drove in five runs with a triple, 
two doubles and a single and Vic Correll added 
three RBIs in a 17-hit attack that led Atlanta 
over San Francisco. Darrell Evans and Correll 
had three hits each, with Correll getting his

Mike Vail drove in two runs, including the tie- 
breaking run in the eighth inning, and extended 
his hitting streak to 23 games to tie a modern 
National League record for rookies as the Mets 
edged Montreal Vail’s single in the sixth tied 
the record for a batting streak by a rookie—a 
record shared by Goldie Rapp of the 1921 
Phillies and Richie Ashburn of the 1948 Phillies.

Shark fishing 
latest craze

You've seen the movie, you’ve read the book. No you can get out 
and be part of the action. 
Sea Landing in Santa Barbara has announced that it will run a 
weekly sharkfishing trip to "shark alley," the area between Santa 
Cruz and Santa Rosa islands 
The first run, Friday, is already sold out. The trip will cost you 
$20. and you'll need heavy tackle (60 to 80-pound test). The boat 
will furnish blood chum and bait, and will rent you tackle. 
If you’re hoping to land a Great White Shark, forget it. Chances 
are almost nil. What they're going after is blue sharks, which 
sometimes make excellent meals when barbecued. They also hope 
to locate bonita sharks and thresher sharks, both of whose meat is 
a real delicacy. 
The boat will leave at 6 p.m. and get back about midnight. Bring 
a big sack There’s no limit on sharks, except, as Sea Landing’s 
Fred Bennko says, "The limit is your own endurance." 
Make reservations early; leave your guns and harpoons home. 


As if we didn't all have enough to worry about what is in the food 
we eat. We received a letter this week from Mr. Stan Wade of 
Lompoc, regarding among other things, worms in fish flesh. 
Stan writes of the croaker family of fish, including the Spotfin, 
Yellowfin and Tommy, the latter two among the more common 
catches off local piers. 
Seems that Stan once saw bass fishermen use whole croakers for 
bait. Thinking this wasteful, he asked the fishermen about it. They 
told him that the fish were good for little else than bait because of 
the worms. Cutting open a couple of the fish, he found that they did 
indeed have worms nesting in their otherwise good-looking flesh 
What to do about worms in these and other fish? 
Stan, a lot of fish have worms. I have seen halibut so wormy that 
one could almost see through the fish. Very often warm water 
seems to be a contributing cause. Lopez Lake trout sometimes 
have this condition The boys at the Department of Fish and Game 
say to scrape (nit the worms and eat the fish. 


By the way, Stan reminds me that one of the finest books on 
ocean fishing is Ray Cannon’s "How to Fish the Pacific Coast." 
It's a good book to take along fishing. Find out how to catch the fish 
and how to identify them once caught. Some very helpful hints. 


Ocean fishing has been spotty lately at Port San Luis with bot­ 
tom fishing being the chief attraction. The albacore boats are runn­ 
ing. but the fish are still a long way out. The fish, when they are 
biting, are running large, with a 45-pound longfin taken on the 
"Marauder" last week, followed by a 40 pounder on the "Cat 
itoecial," both boats working out of Port San Luis at Avila Beach. 
The average weight is around 22 pounds, which is a lot of fighting 
fish 
Sea Landing reports decent fishing for bass, ranging in the two-to 
four-pound class, wih some eight-pounders. Friday, 14 fishermen 
nailed over 100 calico and 150 rock fish. Yesterday the fishing was 
not so hot. although a halibut was pulled in. 
The Channel Islands area, which last year produced a state 
record halibut, repeated this year with a 53-pound trophy taken out 
of Oxnard. The old record was 46 pounds, caught off Santa Cruz 
Island. 


Jack smelt lay their eggs in the water close to shore, but one 
female Jack recently got confused. She got caught up in a grunion 
run in the south coast and found herself high and dry with a host of 
mating grunion She dug herself into the sand, but apparently the 
male grunion were not fooled, seeing as how she was twice the size 
of a grunion. 


Bass fishing at Lake Cachuma picked up over the weekend, with 
one 94-pounder landed and several other nice sized ones taken 
(average: two pounds). They hit plastic worms and lead-head jigs. 
Best spot is Santa Cruz Bay. 
Bluegill fishing is still good; cats and trout slow, although a 74- 
pound trout was landed by a Van Ness angler. Trout fishing should 
improve as the water cools. 
At Nacimiento Lake, white bass fishing is picking up. Fishing 
should be good here in the fall. 


The DFG has clamped down on 467 Californians who submitted 
more than one application for permits to hunt on state-operated 
waterfowl areas. The culprits will be barred from such areas dur­ 
ing the '75-76 season.

The Rumanian Ilie Nastase. like his toothy 
countryman Count Dracula. does some of his 
best work at night. At least, he did recently in 
the first round at the U.S. Tennis Open played 
for the first tim e under the lights. And, as in the 
case of the gourm andizing Count D racula 
(known also as Vlad the Im paler), N astase 
(known also as Nasty) was savoring his triumph 
This in itself was an event, for Nastase of late 
has been out m ore than he would like. It seem s 
he has been throwing even m ore tantrums than 
in the past He walked off the court while behind 
two sets in Rome, and more recently apparently 
threw a match in Toronto after being miffed by a 
linesman's call. 
He now sat in a folding chair in the press tent 
after beating Bob Lutz. N astase’s long hair was 
still wet with sw eat and hung lank like black noo­ 
dles He. too. has a toothy sm ile and a spirited 
mandible. 
Nasty N astase is 29 years old and for the last 
seven or eight years considered one of the finest 
tennis players in the world. Many believe that if 
it weren’t for his rather bizarre behavior on the 
court, he would be the indisputable best. 


Pancho Gonzales, the one-time great, said 
Nastase has m ore natural equipment than 
anyone playing today. And fellow player Arthur 
Ashe says N astase on the court is so graceful 
"he floats. Actually floats!” 


And on this night. Nastase was Nureyev. His 
lean body with the sleekly muscled legs reached 
balls that seem ed so impossible it made the 
crowd gasp. 


But also, he m ade a silly gesture by covering 
his eyes when his opponent missed an overhead 
smash And he walked like an old man, stiff 
legged and back bent, following a lob out of 
bounds. Whistles, the tennis equivalent of boos, 
dotted the night. Nastase wouldn’t serve until 
the noise subsided The um pire ordered him to 
proceed. He did. 


But he seemed so brittle, so fragile, that at 
any moment that magnificent, ego-encased body 


might shatter. 
In a recently published diary of a season. 
Arthur Ashe w rites of N astase: "By our 
American standards he is utterly tactless In the 
middle of (a match he will call out) ‘Hey, 
Negroni.’ That’s Rumanian for black ... and all 
the South Africans he calls ‘racist.’ You know, 
very amiably, Hi racist ’ 
"N astase does not take it nearly so well as he 
dishes it out. He left the court, shaking, when 
Clark Graebner came to the net and threatened 
him a few years ago." 
Nastase in the press tent now was asked why 
he behaves the way he does. 
" I’m better than when I was eight years old," 
he*said. "Then I fool with my friend and hit him 
over the head with the racket. Or I play to hit the 
ball between the legs. It relaxes me. 
"Believe me. and the pressure it takes off, too. 
It blows out from me and then when I am 33 or 32 
I don’t have the big pain in my stomach. The ul­ 
cer. I pay over twenty thousand dollar in fines 
but it is worth it to me for health.” 
In many ways, Nastase seems to still be the 
eight-year-old Rumanian street urchin He says 
he has no interests in world affairs and is only in­ 
terested in tennis and, needless to say, night life 
— other than tennis-by-starlight. He rarely goes 
to Rumania anymore, and has an apartm ent in 
Paris. 
His odd antics on the court also serve, he 
believes, another purpose. It is to "psyche” his 
opponents. Sometimes it simply antagonizes 
them. 
"Is it bad manners because after I win I show 
the check in their face9" asked Nastase. 
"But someone like my friend Ashe, he is too 
clever to take it serious like the others. 


"But you must be very careful of Ashe, too. 
You see him watch the ace go by on him. Very 
polite he says to the ball boy, "Take the bail 
away please.’ Then he say to Nastase, ‘Continue 
serving, please.’ He try to throw Nastase off the 
rhythm. 


"Tricks like that I sell, I don’t buy.”

SACRAMENTO. Calif (UPI) - Prosecutors 
want Lynette ‘ Squeaky” Fromme. charged with 
trying to assassinate President Ford, kept under 
a judge s gag rule to prevent her from talking 
about the case 
Her right to a fair trial, they argued Monday, 
is more important than her right to free speech. 
Miss Fromme. 26. a member of the Charles 
Manson cult, was to go to court today to try to 
have her name removed from the gag order and 
to ask for a reduction in her maximum $1 million 
bail 
Miss Fromme pointed a 45 caliber automatic 
pistol at President Ford on his visit to 
Sacramento Sept. 5. The weapon, although 
loaded, did not fire 
In documents filed with federal district court 
Monday, U.S. Attorney Dwayne Keyes asked 
that she be kept under the gag order. He said 
concern for a fair trial must take precedence 
when constitutional rights clash. 
Keyes’ memorandum was in response to writ­ 
ten arguments by Miss Fromme’s attorney, 
federal public defender E Richard Walker, who 
said she would be denied her right to a fair and 


speedy trial if she was not allowed to speak free­ 
ly about the case. 
Chief District Court Judge Thomas MacBride 
issued the gag order last week. It prevents 
persons involved in the case —including at­ 
torneys and Miss Fromme —from talking to 
newsmen. 
However, at her arraignment last week, the 
spindly redhaired woman said she would seek to 
have her name taken off the order, 
Keyes argued reports of her comments in the 
news could prejudice her case 
Walker argued that the court had other ways 
to keep Miss Fromme from the press and the 
public They included moving the trial from Sac­ 
ramento. sequestering jurors during her trial, 
picking jurors from other areas and carefully 
examining potential jurors for bias. 
He said that until Miss Fromme is convicted 
of a crime “ she is still entitled to all of the con­ 
comitant rights of citizenship, including the 
right to free speech.” 
He also argued that unless Miss Fromme is 
allowed to speak to potential witnesses and 
others in the case, she will be denied a fair trial. 


Hollywood-Burbank airport sale 
to bring Lockheed $50 million 


Rights panel accuses U.S. 
in exploitation of Navajos 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
U.S. Commission on Civil 
Rights today accused the 
federal government of a 
“ neocolonial” policy toward 
the Navajo Indian reservation 
in the Southwest by encourag­ 
ing private exploitation of 
mineral resources 
The reservation is rich in 
mineral resources, but the com­ 
mission said. “ Development 
thus far has operated primarily 
in a neocolonial context, with 
outside developers primarily 
interested in mineral ex­ 
ploitation ." 
The commission said profits 
from such mineral exploitation 
are invested off the reserva­ 
tion. leaving per capita income 
on the reservation at about $900 
a vear. 
‘ The federal government has 
chosen to run a relief economy 
rather than a development 
economy.” the commission 
said. 
The commission said the 


government should qualify the 
tribe for federal funds as it does 
state and local governments. 
In a 144-page report to be is­ 
sued in Window Rock. Ariz., the 
commission said the tribe is 
denied the same rights as state 
and county governments, al­ 
though that could be corrected 
with minimal legislation. 
The report was based on 
hearings in Window Rock in 
1973 on civil rights affecting the 
Navajos — the nation’s largest 
Indian tribe with a population of 
137.000 spread over a reserva­ 
tion that includes parts of 
Arizona. New Mexico and Utah, 
with an area comparable to the 
size of West Virginia. . 
Commission vice chairman 
Stephen Horn said. “ We knew 
that Navajos were among the 
poorest of America’s poor, that 
the tribe has the least education 
and worst health of any ethnic 
group in the United States.” 
The report said unemployment 
on the reservation was about 40 


per cent. 
But he said there can be “ no 
significant improvement” for 
the tribe until its legal status is 
resolved Horn is president of 
the University of California, 
Long Beach. 
He said the government 
treatment of the tribe is 
“ unjust, unfair and dis­ 
criminatory.” 
Another 
com m ission 
member. Frankie Freeman, an 
attorney from St. Louis, said 
the Interior Department 
“ should adopt a policy of 50-50 
partnership between the tribe 
and corporations wishing to 
conduct business on the reser­ 
vation.” 
“ The commission found not 
only a shocking and disgraceful 
condition of neglect, but ar 
alarming acceptance of the 
status quo emanating from key 
federal programs that should be 
providing the means for Navajo 
self-development,” the report 
said.

Chavez says very few 
farm worker elections 
being held are truly free 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Cesar Chavez says there are “ very few 
truly free elections” being conducted in California to decide union 
representation of farm workers. 
The leader of the United Farm Workers union made the charge 
Monday as he led a demonstration at the state farm labor board 
headquarters to protest what he called “ very stupid mistakes by 
board agents in conducting the secret ballot elections. 
Chavez charged there had been “ one incident after another" in 
which he said the board s “ inexperienced and incompetent” staff 
improperly handled complaints by the UFW. 
“Every single election is tainted in California and we are fed up 
with it." Chavez told reporters as 100 supporters picketed the 
board headquarters “ There are very few truly free elections out 
in the field.” 
Chavez said that at one ranch, Elmco in the San Joaquin Valley, 
foremen carrying guns told Arab workers, “ If Chavez wins there 
will be a few dead Arabs here." 
Chavez called for the registration of the board’s general counsel, 
Walter Kintz. saying Kintz declined to immediately prosecute the 
alleged unfair labor practice and dozens of other allegations made 
by the union. Kintz said investigations are under way on a number 
of complaints.

In announcing the sale offer 
Monday, a spokesman said 
Lockheed hopes, for the pub­ 
lic’s sake, “ that someone will 
make an offer and buy this 
property and continue to 
operate it as an airport. 
“ If that doesn’t happen, 
Lockheed will entertain offers 
from anyone who wants to buy 
the property and close it 
down.” a spokesman said, valu­ 
ing the property at $50 million 
to $80 million. 
Lockheed has found that “ it is 
not in the best interest of the 
corporation” to be in the air-

It is still the second busiest of 
the dozen or so airports in the 
area. Last year 1.7 million pas­ 
sengers passed through its ter­ 
minal, arriving or departing on 
29.000 flights by Continental, 
Pacific Southwest, Hughes 
Airwest and Sierra Pacific air­ 
lines. 
It ranked 50th in traffic 
handled among the 521 com­ 
mercial U.S. airfields.

New Hampshire senate vote 


CONCORD, NH 
(UPI) - 
The sound and fury of a rerun 
campaign gave wav to the 
solitude of curtained polling 
booths today for a second at­ 
tempt by New Hampshire’s 
voters to choose the nation’s 
100th U.S. Senator. 
It was a replay of the closest 
Senate race in U.S. history, 
which saw nearly 223.000 votes 
cast last November end in a vir­ 
tual tie between Republican 
Louis C Wyman and Democrat 
John A. Durkin. Two state 
recounts followed by seven 
months of Senate review failed 
to select a winner. 
With Durkin and Wyman on 
the ballot was American party 
candidate C. Carmen Chimento. 
45. an unemployed technical 
writer who drew 1,327 votes in 
November but predicted he 
would get 40 per cent of the vote 
today. 
Both Durkin and Wyman said 


they hoped the special election 
would be decisive —but private­ 
ly each conceded it still would 
be close 


Durkin, a 39-year-old former 
state insurance commissioner 
campaigning for his first elec­ 
tive office, called the election a 
"classic confrontation between 
the patrician politician who has 
served an apprenticeship and 
now thinks he should be 
rewarded with a Senate seat, 
and the young, aggressive 
person closer to the people.” 


Wyman. 58. who won election 
to Congress in 1962 before 
Durkin entered law school, 
made an issue of campaign 
financing, saying New Hamp­ 
shire is not ready for a senator 
from “ organized labor.” 
Almost half of Durkin’s cam­ 
paign money came from out-of- 
state labor unions. 
Durkin campaigned as a con­ 


sumer advocate prepared to 
take on the “ oil octopus.” He 
painted the contest as a choice 
between a “ voice for responsi­ 
ble change” and a “ go-along. 
get-along” Republican financed 
by the “ top brass of more than 
100 major corporations.” 
Wyman originally went to 
Congress largely on a reputa­ 
tion built as an investigator of 
alleged Communists while state 
attorney general. In the final 
weekend of the campaign, he 
said the late Sen. Joseph Mc­ 
Carthy. R-Wis., who crusaded 
against Communists in govern­ 
ment. “ had his heart in the 
right place” but “ went too 
far." 
Both President Ford and 
former California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan visited the state to 
speak on behalf of Wyman, less 
than six months before New 
Hampshire hosts the nation’s 
first presidential primary.

“It’s a classic case,” says Deputy County 
Agricultural Commissioner Joe Betz, who is 
naturally interested in preserving agricultural 
lands in Santa Ynez Valley which are in the 
steady process of being paroelized. Betz along 
with others in the community feel a sense of 
helplessness as the land is divided for so-called 
“ranchettes.” 
He was referring to the case of the 51-acre 
Fulmor property less than a mile northeast of 
Ballard and just southwest of the equally rural 
community of Los Olivos 
The Fulmors are getting along In years. Por­ 
tions of their property are difficult to carry out 
any sizable and feasible farming operations, 
drainage problems bar going into grape- 
growing. and besides hiring farm help and super­ 
vising it is not for senior citizens Putting the 
property into an agricultural preserve for 10 
years is also not feasible at their age. Moreover, 
taxes on the land, without improvements are 
about $3,400 a year now. The taxes go up as 
neighboring agricultural properties are split up 
into more lots. 
Dorothy E. Fulmore has applied to have the 
property split into four parcels, two 8-acre 
parcels and others of 28 and 7 acres approx­ 
imately. A mini-environmental impact report by 
the County Office of Environmental Quality has 
brought out findings the lot split if approved by 
county planners and supervisors would un-

doubtedly be growth-producing as it would be a 
precedent to split up other large parcels of food- 
producing land to the west and north between 
the two communities to be cut up as well for 
five-acre mini-ranches. 
Betz informed the environmental office that 
the proposed lot split would definitely have a 
growth-producing impact. 
"With each land division and parcelization. it 
compounds the conflict with surrounding com­ 
mercial agricultural operations,” he said 


But he noted the mini-environmental impact 
report on the case failed to state that 4 and 5- 
acre parcelization “has already occurred on the 
northwest and northeast corners of the Fulmor 
property. 
And Betz pointed to drainage problems which 
would be costly to remedy if grape-growing 
were attempted. The Fulmors, it was noted, 
already have had to give up valuable pasture 
land on the property due to complaints from 
neighbors property is planted in grapes 
Environmental Specialist Orrin Sage noted 
that a report to determine the actual potential 
agricultural land use of the property could cost 
up to $5,000. 
County authorities studying the growing 
problem of retaining food-producing lands in 
Santa Ynez Valley as opposed to the steady de­ 
mands for five-acre ranchettes mostly by 


“gentlemen farmers” and speculators say the 
strong trend toward land division will be hard to 
stop — if not possible — without changes in the 
property assessment methods 
Properties such as the Fulmors might be 
saved from being divided up - It is claimed - If 
there was some kind of tax break for such lan­ 
downers who want to keep their rural properties 
intact but can t do so due to the increasing tax 
load 
“Why not provide a tax break for open space 
lands the same as for the agricultural 
preserves?” ask some students of government. 


As it is the assessor, utilizing state guidelines, 
assesses such properties as the Fulmors not 
what it is used for - but for a full 25 per cent of 
its market value based on the increasing costs of 
divided land around it. 


The result of upzoning is heavier property 
taxes for the entire area, as assessments reflect 
the greater amount of community services for 
roads, sewer, water, schools, law enforcement, 
fire protection, and other services, concerned 
county officials say.

Official says U.S. 
must learn to live 
with Arab wealth 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
United States must learn to get 
along financially with the inter­ 
national oil cartel and attract 
Arab petrodollars for American 
products and investments, As­ 
sistant T reasury Secretary 
Gerald R Parsky said Monday. 
He said that Arab investors 
can be frightened off, taking 
their capital with them, if they 
are made to feel unwelcome. 


“I think it’s essential at this 
point in time that we realize the 
world is interdependent and 
build on that,” Parsky told a 
news conference. 


“The whole oil price question 
has to be seen in the context of 
understanding each other’s 
needs They have to understand 
the impact it (the price of oil) 
will have on the economy; we 
have to understand that they 
have legitimate development 
goals.” 
Last year, member nations of 
the Organization of Petroleum 


Exporting Countries spent $37 
million in western nations, and 
the sum is expected to grow to 
$133 billion by 1965, said parsky, 
who specializes in relations 
with the OPEC bloc. 
"I have had extensive discus­ 
sions with (OPEC leaders) and 
there’s no question they want to 
invest here,” Parsky said, but 
they are ‘looking for long term 
investments — they are not in­ 
terested in controlling U.S. 
companies.” 
But, he said, “They won’t in­ 
vest here if there’s a question 
whether they’re welcome.” 
Last year, OPEC nations put 
$11.25 billion, or 19 per cent of 
their foreign investment funds, 
into the United States, he said. 
So far this year, the total is $2 
billion, or about 9 per cent of 
the total, he saidd. 
Total foreign investment in 
the United States is now about 
$50 billion, while U.S. invest­ 
ment overseas is about $115 
billion. Parsky said.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
General Motors unveiled its 
new Chevrolet Chevette today, 
calling its 40 mile per gallon im­ 
port fighter “a turning point for 
our industry.” 
The European design car is 
the smallest ever built by a 
major Detroit auto maker and 
is more than five feet shorter 
than Chevy’s full sized Impala. 
The base model will carry a 
$3,098 price tag, just $3 more 
than the subcompact Vega with 
a stripped model — the Scooter 
— tagged at $2,899. 
Chevy General Manager Rob­ 
ert D. Lund, who a year ago 
was selling 20-foot Cadillacs, 


said the Chevette was “a turn­ 
ing point for our industry in this 
decade” and he predicted first 
year sales of as many as 275,000 
units. He said the car should 
demonstrate that the U.S. in­ 
dustry can build small cars.

Mexican official denies 
U.S. prisoners tortured 


LOS ANGELES (U P I)-T h e 
attorney general of Mexico 
Monday denied that U.S. 
citizens arrested in his country 
are tortured or mistreated, say­ 
ing Mexico will not give in to 
political pressures to free 
them. 
American prisoners become 
resentful when they discover 
that they cannot buy their 
freedom with bribes to Mexican 
officials, as they had thought, 
said Pedro Ojeda Paullada. 
He made his comments in 
response to plans by Rep. 
Fortney Stark, D-Calif. to 
launch an investigation of the 
treatment of U.S. prisoners in 
Mexican jails and prisons, and 
to reports in the Los Angeles 
Times. Monday’s edition of the 


Times carried a story on Mex­ 
ican prisons under the headline 
“Money will open doors.” 
This is not true. Ojeda said. 
In the past. U.S. citizens were 
allowed to go free on bail after 
one to five months, but they in­ 
evitably fled the country and 
could not be returned, he said. 
Consequently. Americans are 
not eligible for bail now. and 
those arrested on drug smug­ 
gling charges—the majority of 
those in Mexican prisons—must 
serve a minimum of five years 
and three months 
“They have been unable to 
open the gates, not even with 
what they think has been bribes 
through their lawyers." Ojeda 
said 
He denied that prisoners 


were tortured and forced to 
sign Spanish-language confes­ 
sions they could not understand. 


“It has been shown many 
times that these charges are 
groundless." he said at a news 
conference He said the charges 
were made by those “ who 
wanted to create pressure on 
the Mexican government to act 
in a special way." 


He said Mexico would contin­ 
ue its policy of close coopera­ 
tion with U.S. narcotics agents. 


Vigorous enforcement has 
“ significantly" reduced this 
traffic and the narcotics route 
to the United States from South 
America now bypasses Mexico, 
he said

The missile 


The Lompoc City Council 
will once again tackle the 
sticky question of the Titan 
m issile monument at the 
entrance of the city. The mis­ 
sile has been a subject of con­ 
cern now for many, many 
months due to its deteriorating 
condition and present ap­ 
pearance. 
We are positive that the 
Council will take a good, hard 
look at the problem in light of 
an engineering report released 
yesterd ay that showed a 
necessary expenditure of near 
$10,000 to bring the missile to 
safe condition for about three 
years. 


An expenditure of near 
$10,000 to only guarantee 
safety for three years seems 
rather foolish. It’s like buying 
a pig in a poke. 


But it doesn’t appear that 
the Council has many other 
alternatives. They could order 
a more extensive repair and 
recoating job for $10,860 which 
would last about five years but 
then after five years, what? 
Another alternative would be 
to find a more suitable missile 
and this cost is unknown. 


It is strongly pointed out in 
the report before the Council 
tonight that the further 


deterioration of the Titan mis­ 
sile will create a serious 
safety hazard. The City Coun­ 
cil cannot ignore this threat 
particularly in a park area. On 
the other hand, can they 
justify a continued expense to 
maintain the monument as 
outlined in the report? 
We realize that a public out­ 
cry caused the Council to 
reverse a decision to junk the 
missile several months ago. 
However, we doubt if such an 
outcry will now be heard for 
the expenditure of so many tax 
dollars ad infinitum to main­ 
tain the monument in light of 
our present tax bills.

The FBI vs. the mob 


W ashington calling by M arquis Childs 
A visit to Yosemite 


YOSEMITE NATIONAL PARK. Calif. 
- In the high Sierras, temperatures 
have already begun to drop so low at 
night that the camper finds a thick 
coating of ice in his water bucket in the 
morning. It is the end of a phenomenal 
summer and the post-holiday exodus 
clogged the mountain roads with home- 
going vacationers. 
For five years atten­ 
dance at Yosemite has 
held at 2.200.000 By 
midseason this year it 
had increased 20 per 
cent Every campsite, 
every hotel bed. every 
room in every lodge 
was filled alm ost 
without letup 
This has put strains 
on those who try to 
maintain the balance 
between preserving a 
fragile natural resource and the de­ 
mands of the great American public. For 
a variety of reasons, this is a “see 
America first" year. 
One reason is the fall-off in foreign 
travel with costs abroad reaching 
heights that discourage all but the very 
rich. There is also the vague fear that 
this could be the last free-wheeling sum­ 
mer. While gas is 60 to 70 cents a gallon 
today, it could go. with all the rumors of 
controls and unrestrained prices, to SI. 
That would mean more in California 
than in any other state. Every Califor­ 
nian is bom with a rudimentary set of 
wheels that develop with adolescence 
into one form or another of motor-driven 
vehicle. They roar along the skillfully 
engineered highways in search of 
scenery, sport and even, among the 
young, solitude and communion with 
nature. 


Of the 2.500,000 visitors to Yosemite, 
80 to 90 per cent are Californians. They 
come for the magnificent granite cliffs, 
the redwoods and the conifers, the 
rushing mountain streams and tumbling 
falls. They cook over fires in their own 
campsites or they stay at the Ahwahnee, 
that massive caravansary out of another 
era. 
To the quick tripper, the park seems, 
for all the crowding, scrupulously kept. 
The winding highway to White Wolf 
Lodge and Lake Tenaya at 9.000 feet is a 
scenic wonder: The absence of road 
signs a dividend, the general effect of 
green at the curbside rising to the tall 
trees against the clear blue sky. 
That is the complaint of the en­ 
vironmentalists — too manicured, too 
many people. At one extreme these ar­ 
dent young hikers with their backpacks 
would like to see it revert to the state it 
was in when President Lincoln in 1864 
ceded this part of the federal domain, 
about the size of the state of Rhode 
Island, to California for a park. 
In 1970 rebel environmentalists fought 
a pitched battle with the park rangers 
over the restraints they imposed. 
Park Superintendent Leslie Arnberger 
takes a sensible view. Concerned about 
overcrowding and the threat to 
Yosemite. he recognizes the right of the 
public to enjoy the natural beauty saved 
from the exploiters, the sub-dividers and 
the timberers. More rangers and more 
protective measures on roads and camp­ 
sites are essential. 
But Washington and the Department of 
Interior are a long way off. Interior has 
been adrift for months as Congress and 
the President quarrel of leadership. 
For the endless river of cars roaring 
down California’s freeways the 55-mile 
speed limit edged up to 60 or 65, the price 


of gas at the pump is the test of inflation 
above all others. I would guess that if the 
price jumps 25 to 30 cents by the year’s 
end. the rebellion will be louder and 
angrier in this motorized society than 
anywhere else. 
Nor will there be much concern about 
where to put the blame. Congress, the 
President, the big oil companies? 
Washington is a long way off and the 
backing and filling over controls versus 
decontrols sounds from this distance like 
a dialogue of the deaf. 
This has little or nothing to do with 
“conservative’’ or “liberal.’’ It is deeply 
rooted in the way of life conditioned 
from infancy to wheels, wheels, wheels. 
President Ford has just been in this 
state seeking friends and appealing for 
help in the energy dilemma. Rhetoric 
about free enterprise will not be a 
satisfying answer for his audience here. 
They want to be reassured that the price 
brake will not be applied to their 
freedom

Who will pay? 


Sept. 21, 1959 
Lompocans followed the way of the na­ 
tion Sunday when a crowd of approx­ 
imately 300 persons cooly witnessed the 
passing of Nikita Khruschchev, Soviet 
premier, through Surf aboard a special 
train. 


Whether it will alter Governor Jerry 
Brown’s opposition to an increased gas­ 
oline tax or not, the latest word is that if 
the Legislature does increase the tax by 
two cents per gallon, the oil companies 
will have to eat it. 
That possibility is contained in a ruling 
by the Federal Energy Administration 
with regard to the State of Oregon. The 
FEA told that state it cannot “institute a 
proposed increase in the Oregon Vehicle 
and Aircraft Fuel Tax which would be 
reflected in prices charged to purchasers 
of covered petroleum products." Sources 
in the oil industry confirmed the FEA 
ruling, stating that it appears to be the 
situation unless the federal government 
lifts present controls. 
Not that California oil companies are 
taking the federal dictate lying down. In 
a strong protest to the agency, Standard 
Oil’s secretary, D. N. Maytum, said it 
would have a “discriminatory effect" on 
states in the West and in the South and is 
“unacceptable.” 
Maytum contended that in a similar 
situation the FEA Region IX told Hawaii 
that added fuel taxes could be passed on 
to consumers. He pointed out that, in ad­ 
dition to raising highway revenues, 
current tax increases have been 
proposed and enacted “with the objec­ 
tive of conserving gasoline. " To deny the 
passing on of the tax to the consumer 
“completely thwarts such an objective." 
He also pointed out that traditionally 
gasoline taxes have been considered a 
“user" tax with distributors acting as 
“ the most logical c o lle c to r s.” 
“ Providing the convenience of 
centralized collection and reporting of 
the taxes was never intended to place the 
burden of bearing the taxes on the gas­ 
oline distributors," Maytum stated. 
Whether Maytum intended it or not, 
his introduction of tradition into his 
protests opens another avenue of 


thought. For, as he states,“Federal and 
state gasoline taxes have traditionally 
been imposed to fund the financing of 
highways, roads and streets by the users 
thereof.” 
That was the sole basis of California’s 
gasoline taxes and likewise the initial 
reason for federally imposed gas taxes. 
For that reason, and for that reason 
alone, non-highway users were ex­ 
empted. Also the current $200 million be­ 
ing sought through an added two cent per 
gallon tax is only for the purpose of con­ 
tinuing highway construction 
But the pressures brought by those 
who believe the automobile has become 
some kind of a monster have led to diver­ 
sions for cycle paths, mass transit and 
other antihighway uses. 
Perhaps then it is time to review those 
exemptions. Why should highway users 
alone be called upon to pay for the non­ 
highway purposes advanced as benefits 
for everyone? 
As it stands all fuel used in agriculture 
and in construction, including road con­ 
struction, is exempted. So, too, is the 
fuel for buses, 
urban and surburban, 
despite the fact they are now sharing in 
the fuel tax revenues. And taxicabs and 
commercial airlines also have exemp­ 
tions. 
Maybe gas tax increase could, for the 
moment, be avoided if those who are now 
sharing in the broad benefits of the 
revenues would start paying their share. 
In any event, even if the oil companies 
could absorb the increased burden, the 
fact that federal and state income tax 
laws permit gasoline taxes to be 
deducted on individual income returns 
makes strong Daytum’s argument that 
such taxes have always been considered 
user taxes. 
Those concerned over the future of 
California highways are hoping the FEA 
ruling won’t serve to block their efforts 
for additional revenues.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Stung by 
criticism that the FBI was soft on 
organized crime, J. Edgar Hoover 
devoted a good deal of time in his last 
years to convincing the public otherwise. 
Not only was the Bureau pursuing the 
mob, Hoover insisted, but through the 
magic of statistics and the propaganda of 
p ro sec u tio n s 
he 
endeavored to show 
that crime syndicates 
were being dealt 
severe blows. 
Hoover’s dead but 
his rhetoric Ungers on. 
Top FBI spokesmen 
say 
tod ay 
that 
organized crime is on 
the edge of extinction. 
“As the officials say 
it - precisely, federa­ 
tion crime in America 
is “on the ropes.” The 
explanation being that FBI gumshoeing 
has been overwhelmingly effective. 
Since the early 1960s, agents say, the 
Bureau has been responsible for more 
than 5.800 major convictions of 
organized crime figlires. "We’ve been so 
successful,” says an agent on the 
organized crime desk, “that in Chicago, 
where we once arrested three successive 
captains, the mob has a hard time get­ 
ting replacements — nobody wants to as­ 
sume the risks.” 
Though the FBI has prolific figures as 
to arrests and convictions of racket 
hoods, it has no other statistical evidence 
to support its claim. Agents do say, as 
they have for years, that the Mafia con­ 
sists of 3,000 principal characters, some 
of whom are now in jail, yet they cannot 
say whether this figure is significantly 
lower than 10,20 or 30 years ago. “All we 
know is what our informants and our in­ 
vestigations tell us, and that is organized 
crime is crumbling, it is running scared, 
and we believe it.” 
The result has been expected for 
years, the agents go on. Once the FBI set 
aside the myth of Mafia invincibility, 
erosion set in. “Joe Valachi was the key. 
When he was testifying before Congress 
and in court, the mob would have done 
anything to kill him. But we proved he 
could be protected. He died of natural 
causes, you’ll remember (inside a max­ 
imum security prison).” 
Now merely mortal, Cosa Nostra types 
are thin-skinned and squabbling. FBI in­ 
formants say the old leaders are dying 
off and the young ones are rebelliously 
sober; i.e., the federation structure gets 
weaker, and the Bureau says “in 10 
years we expect organized crime to be 
insignificant.” 
At a time when the organized crime 
controversy has returned to the front 
pages, complements of the missing 
James Hof fa, the FBI assurances should 
be of comfort to millions of concerned 
Americans. There is some question,

though, as to the Bureau’s accuracy 
here. In fact, no crime authority con­ 
tacted by this column for comment 
would agree with the Bureau’s op­ 
timism. 
Even the Justice Department, under 
whose authority the FBI functions, feels 
the Bureau exaggerates; says Bill 
Lynch, chief of the Justice Department’s 
organized crime strike force division: 
“The FBI has a right to be proud of its 
efforts, but I couldn’t say organized 
crime is on the ropes. In my opinion, it is 
not even in remission.” 


Who is right? In a nation that loses at 
least $50 billion (and perhaps as much as 
$200 billion) to organized gangsters an­ 
nually, the question is of no small impor­ 
tance. And the answer probably doesn’t 
go much for the FBI image. 
Since the days when Hoover believed 
the Mafia to be a figment of journalistic 
imagination, the Bureau has held an un­ 


real opinion of racketeer influence Even 
now, according to Phil Manuel, chief in­ 
vestigator for the Senate subcommittee 
on investigations, the FBI sees the mob 
with tunnel vision, that is as a group of 
related Italians running around with 
gats. In the FBI view, if enough Italians 
are arrested the problem is, presto, 
over. 
. 
In fact, says Manuel, organized crime 
is something much larger than this. It is 
people of all backgrounds, and usually 
without the grand federation, or the 
blood codes of cinematic insistence. 
Organized crime today is businessmen 
muscling in on the New York nursing 
home industry, or collegiate types steal­ 
ing millions worth of negotiable 
securities 
Frank Nitti is no more, as the Bureau 
tirelessly tells us, but that’s too bad 
because he was easy. It’ll take more than 
Efram Zimbalist and fancy figures to 
wipe out the new mob.

challenges to the school board. More and 
the handof^tef hers and o hers befor 
more, teacher groups want a resolution 
to the question of how the board fills 
vacancies. When the question was being 
pushed hardest, it was discovered that 
the district had no hard and fast policy to 
cover the way in which all vacancies 
were filled. 
Teacher groups also challenged the 
school board’s announced prerogative of 
bypassing meet and confer sessions with 
the Certificated Employe Council, CEC, 
on the use of some $1.6 million in wind­ 
fall monies. When the challenge was 
turned back, the teachers went to the 
courts and after an initial setback, won 
their point. A superior court judge 
ordered the school board or its represen­ 
tatives to sit down with the CEC and talk 
about the question before spending any 
of the money. 
In a similar effort, but with different 
end results, teachers challenged the dis­ 
trict on the question of requiring in­ 
termediate teachers, grades four, five 
and six, to spend more time in the clas­ 
sroom than other teachers. After going 
through the district s grievance 
procedures, that question was finally 
decided against the teachers. A judge 
ruled that there was no discrimination 
involved in the time differential. 


emergency arose. Obviously, although 
administrators argue otherwise, the 
manual deals heavily with what to do in 
the event of an employe strike or a work 
stoppage.
